There are such categories, in 
group mountings, as: Cut steel; jet 
buttons; pearl inlays; pastels, and 
so on. 
Attention is focused in the Jet 
collection on one button labelled 
"Pair of Pines.” A card given over 
mainly to “Horses and Riders” and 
“Horses Heads,” also includes liz­ 
ard. cat, elephant, bull-frog, crane, 
owl, etc. The police button collec­ 


tion is inclusive of some from 
Trenton, N. J.; Phila., and Bristol. 
Pearl buttons are aranged in a 
large floral design; and pastels In 
the form of a girl, and others to 
make a double heart, also two 
crosses. 
The cupid card contains some 
unique buttons — cupid at rest, 
climbing cupid, child In swing, 
bugler, Pierot and Pierrette, Moses 
in Bull Rushes, ship and light­ 
house, three swallows.

BIRD HORES 
Birds do no! worry alg nit a 
housing problem. They go forth 
ami build what they need accord 
Jug Hi lite custom* of their toners 
tori. They never change their 
style of architecture. 
The height of lite bird-nesting 
season comes in June 
Some 
species build in April aud May, 
but the majority of birds in the 
northern latitudes weave their 
nests and lay their eggs in June 
Tile nests are of all sires ami 
varieties of materials, from the 
tiny plant-down cradle of the 
hummingbird to the huge mas* 
til sticks of eagles and hawks. 
«. i real-crested flycatchers are 
not satisfied unless they find a 
cast-off snake skin to weave into 
their nests in tree hollows. Just 
why these birds want snake skins 
no ornithologist has ever dis­ 
covered. Possibly it is to frighten 
away larger birds of prey. 
The oriole loves pieces of color­ 
ed yam or wrapping twine. The 
nest of the red-eyed vireo, a pend­ 


ulous cup suspended from a hori­ 
zontal fork of a tree, nearly al­ 
ways contains bits of newspapers, 
that of the friendly chipping spar­ 
row is composed largely of horse 
hair—which may he one reason 
why this species is becoming 
scarcer— and the robin ‘alway*, 
uses mud. 
Many birds build their nests on 
the ground, in fields and woods. 
Some of these are elaborate, while 
others, like that of the whippoor­ 
will, are placed in a slight de­ 
pression in the leaves. Most birds 
devote much time and patience 
to construction of their home. 
The summer, or yellow, warbler 
has been known to build three 
separate nests, one atop the other, 
to avoid the intrusion of the cow­ 
bird, that mpst delinquent of par- 
< nts which shifts all responsibil­ 
ities and deposits its eggs in nests 
of smaller birds. 
Few things in nature are more 
interesting than birds’ nests. To 
Jiscover them in tile deep thickets 
or tall meadow grasses is a past­ 
ime filled with quiet pleasure.
